Before applying and blaming the 
maker for a bad product, groom 
your legs and give it half a chance. 
Remove the hair, either with a 
raior or depilatory and give your- 
self a pedicure to protect your fret 
and the shoes and the public, in 
case you decide to become the bare- 
foot girl anywhere (That's what 
that cheap stuff they're selling 
now will do to you.
